London, March 9.—From various 


quarters come signs of the possibil- 
ity ot pence in South Africa being 
shortly within the bounds of prac- 
tical politics. 
All the despatches 


from Lord Roberts' headquarters, in- 
cluding those of the commander-in- 
chief himself, indicate the lack of a 
guiding spirit among the Boers and 
individual demoralization, portend* 
ing disintegration unless speedily 
stemmed. 


The flight of the burghers from 


Popular Grove, according to all ac- 
counts, was wholly inglorious. 
A 


Times' despatch from Poplar Grove, 
under yesterday's date, goes so far 
as to assert that the rout of the 
Boers was so complete that the sub- 
mission of the Free State is being 
demanded by the burghers from their 
unwilling president and it is expect- 
ed that its submission will be made 
within a week, 
adds:

NAVAL BRIGADE CHEERED. 


Durban, March 8.—The naval bri- 


gade from Ladysmith arrived today 
in command of Captain Lauibetou. 
They number about 200 and were 
enthusiastically received. The rail- 
way station was lined with men from 
H. M. S. Terrible and the meeting of 
comrades caused many lively scenes. 
Wheii the gunners who had played 
such an important part in the defense 
of Ladysmith marched 
down 
the 


streets, headed by the bund and flags 
of the Terrible, and carrying- the tat- 
tered union jack from H. M. S. Pow- 
erful which had flown throughout 
the siege of Lndysmith, the cheering 
was enormous. The crowd which as- 
sembled was tremendous. 


Lunch was prepared and served in 


a shed adjacent to the railway sta- 
tion and the men ate heartily. 


The majority of them looked well, 


but showed signs of the rough work 
and fatigue they have 
undergone. 


Their uniforms bore many tokens of 
:he wear and tear they had been sub- 
ject to. 


After lunch, headed by 
Captain 


Percy Scott, the naval commandant 
at Durban, the men marched to the 
place of embarkation 
for Simons- 


town.

"Roberts has moved ten miles nearer 
Bloemfontein, evidently with a view 
of seizing and utilizing the railroad, 
possibly *,o reach the "Free State cap- 
itol in three or four days, whence he 
may begin repairing' the railroad 
southward, meeting- the British" ad- 
vance from Cape Colony, which may 
be expected to be Hastened as soon 
as General "White takes control. 


The BiitisH occupied Jamestown 


unopposed Thursday, March 8, and 
the Boers are reported to be retreat- 
ing beyond Aliwal north, so that 
Cape Colony is practically" clear of 
armed Boers. • 


Reinforcements from Natal are go-i 


ing to Lord Roberts. 
General "War- 


ren's division and some artillery 
have already been ordered to'join the 
commander-in-chief, so the'latter is 
preparing for all eventualities, in- 
cluding possible desperate opposition 
to his crossing the Vaal river and 
the necessity of the seige of Pretoria, 
where thousands of natives are re- 
ported to be employed in the con- 
struction of defensive works, con- 
cerning which such secrecy is main- 
tained that no one is allowed to walk 
or drive in the outskirts of the town.

Official circles here regard tlie prop- 


ositions as merely a ruse of the Boer, 
to gain fime and do not consider thai 
President Kruger is yet ready to con- 
sider the sweeping demands which 
Great Britain will make as reim- 
bursement for the loss of lifn and 
great expenditures. 


It was understood that President 


Kruger's advances had met with an 
emphatic rejection at the hands at 
Lord Salisbury, who is b'elievrd' to 
have said that no such attempt to re- 
tain the independence of the Trans- 
vaal cannot be considered for a mo- 
ment by the British government.

Washington, March 
9.—At 
the 


opening of today's session of the 
senate Mr. Allison, of Iowa, reported 
from the committee on appropria- 
tions the house bill making appropri- 
ations of customs duties exacted in 
Porto Rico from October 18, 1898, to 
January 1, 1900, amounting to $2,- 
095,455, and gave notice that he 
would call up the measure tomorrow. 
He said, as the measure was well un- 
derstood, he hoped and believed it 
would lend to no extended debate. 


"When routine business hud been 


finished Mr. Mason called up his mo- 
tion, entered yesterday, to discharge 
the foreign relations committee from 
further consideration of his resolu- 
tion expressing the sympathy of the 
senate with the Boers "in their he- 
roic struggle with Great Britain." 


The motion was laid before the 


senate. 
Mr. Davis, chairman of the 


committee 
on 
foreign 
relations, 


moved that the doors be closed, and 
the senate at 12:20 p. m. went into 
executive session. 


After being in secret legislative 


and executive session for nearly two 
hours the senate at 2:30 p. m. pro- 
ceeded again to open legislative ses- 
sion. 


SENATOR LINDSAY SPEAKS. 
Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, took 


the floor to address the senate on the 
Porto Rlcan tariff and government 
bill. JMr. Lindsay spoke in part as 


"The 
selection of the island of 


Porto Blco as the proper subject for 
establishing the principle that the 
territories acquired by the United 
States through the recent treaty with 
Spain are not pre se integral por- 
tions thereof, is, in my opinion, sin- 
gularly unfortunate. The difference 
in tho considerations applying to the 
Aermican and the Asiatic territories 
acquired by the recent cession by 
Spain are radical and do not require 
elaboration or discussion. Porto Rice 
is essentially an American country 
aud while its term of territorial pro- 
bation may necessarily be an 
ex- 


tended one, there is no reason that 
precludes it at some future time from 
being admitted into the Union as an 
American state. 
This is not true 


with regard to the Philippine archi- 
pelago or the Hawaiian islands. This 
is a union of American state" and 


the subsequent adoption of the four- 
teenth, amendment, which 
estab- 


lished beyond cavil or dispute thr 
true significance of the phrase "cit- 
izens of the United States." 


Continuing, the senator said that if 


the United States eltct to treat a peo- 
ple as foreigners, the country they in- 
habit, so far as we are concerned, 
must be deemed a foreign state or 
territory. If they be treated as sub- 
jects to the sovereign authorities of 
the United States the same as are the 
inhabitants of a territory held under 
our temporary control, their country 
may be treated as an American de- 
pendency. 


But with 800,000 American citi- 


zens inhabiting an American island 
less than 40,000 square miles in ex- 
tent, it seemed preposterous to say 
that their country is not an integral 
part of the United States, and being 
so, we must tax and govern them in 
accordance with the federal consti- 
tution, which afford equal protection 
to the civil rights oi| all the citizens 
of the United States, whether resi- 
dents of American states or American 
territories. Ho did not clnlm or be- 
lieve that we are- unjler legal or con- 
stitutional obligations to make citi- 
zens of the people of "Puerto Rico, but 
if we intend to treat'them ns the in- 
habitants of n dependency, he Insist- 
ed that we cannot consistently de- 
clare by congressional enactment that 
they are to be deemed and held to be 
citizens of the United States. 


Any action we took as to them 


cauld not iu his view determine the 
civil rights and the; political status 
of the Filipinos, for It was a matter 
of expediency with us. The explan- 
ation, that the odious'tarlff provisions 
liad no greater or more commendable 
purpose than to make a case for the 
supreme court, iu advance of legisla- 
tion in respect to the Philippines 
would not be accepted as sufficient, 
for it was not the business of con- 
gress to make cases for the courts. 


THE FILIPINO CLAIM. 


Moreover, the Filipinos, while law- 


fully subject to our sovereign juris- 
diction, arc not integral parts of the 
United States, and their inhabitants 
were not, in his opinion, entitled to 
the claim that they can be governed 
only under find in exact accordance 
with the constitution of the United 
States. 


The doctrine that'the constitution 


of the TTnited States follows the flag, 
and that no country to which title 
may be acquired, whether by treaty 


• conquest, can be held and governed 


otherwise than as an integral por- 
tion of the United^ States, did not 
commend itself to him. 


"I insist that we may legislate for 


Puerto Rico and its people in the 
broadest spirit of justice and gener- 
osity without endangering1 our au- 
thority to solve the Asiatic problem 
on lines consistent with the best in- 
terests of the United States and the 
Philippines, on principles that will 
secure to the people of those islands

OBJECTIONABLE FEATURES. 
Senator Lindsay said that the sanu 


measure contains all the objectiona- 
ble features of the house bill and 
also a provision absolutely inconsist- 
ent with the tending power it assert- 
ed. He then called attention to tht 
fact that the senate bill 
declared 


that all Porto Ricans who were Span- 
ish subjects should be deemed cit- 
izens of the United Stales and tock 
issue with Senator "Forakcr's conten- 
tion that "citizen" when used in the 


national autonomy whenever they 
may demonstrate their capacity and 
disposition to preserve domestic order 
and to perform the international ob- 
ligations that must be assumed 
should they become an independent 
state. 


"We cannot forget that, -witli the 


cession of Puerto Rico, she lost the 
principal markets she 'had long en- 
joyed; that our tariff laws have been 
systematically applied to her pro- 
ducts and that the markets of Spain 
and Cuba, which were once open to 
her, can only be reached now by the 
payment of Spanish and Cuban du- 
ties. 
She has lost free intercourse 


with Spain and Cuba and it is now 
proposed to deny her free intercourse 
with the people of the United States. 
We cannot afford to do this unjust 
thing. • 
; 


"I shall vote to amend this bill, so 


as to make it provide for absolute free 
trade with the people of Puerto Rico." 


Tire which started early Thursday 


evening on the third floor of the Bash 
building, at the northeast cornet of 
Columbia 
and 
Harrison 
streets, 


wrought dreadful havoc and the Im- 
mense volume of water necessary to 
conquer the advance of the flames 
added many thousands ot dollars to 
the aggregate loss. 
The Imperial 


shirt waist factory was completely 
wiped out of existence by the flames 
and the immense stock of goods of 
the B. "W. Skelton company, known 
as the Greatest grocery, is 
pretty 


nearly a total loss from water. The 
total damage by fire and water to 
these and adjacent institutions will 
closely approach $00,000, all 
of 


which is fairly well protected by in- 
surailce. 


With the single exception of the 


DeWald fire, the loss is the heaviest 
sustained in Fort Wayne for years, 
and it is only due to the splendid 
work of Chief Hilbrecht and his de- 
partment that the loss is not much 
greater. The building is a four-story 
structure, 40x110 feet in size, owned 
by Charles S. Bash. 
The basement, 


first and second floors were occupied 
by the B. W. Skelton grocery com- 
pany, while upon the third and fourth 
floors was the factory of the Imperial 
Manufacturing company, employing 
about two hundred operatives. 


HAD A BIG START. 


It lacked but three minutes of 8 


o'clock when the first alarm 
was 


turned" in from box 1G2, at .Calhoun 
and Main streets, and but a moment 
later came an alarm from box 6S, 
directly opposite the burning build- 
ing. Several persons appear to have 
noticed the glare in the third floor 
of the building at about the same 
time. The firs seemed to start at near 
the southeast corner of the building, 
but it spread in an incredibly short 
time. The fabrics in process of man- 
ufacture afforded food for the greedy 
flames, and by the time the depart- 
ment arrived the entire floor was a 
seething mass of flames. Chief Hil- 
bvecht at once saw the magnitude of 
the struggle on hand and turned in 
a general alarm, bringing the entire 
fire fighting apparatus of the city 
into service. 


Seven steamers and the chemical 


engine, with the hose-wagons, hur- 
ried from different parts of the city 
and as rapidly as possible turned 


worked with the chemical apparatus 
to keep out the fire, while on the out- 
side thousands of gallons of water 
were thrown 
agaiuit 
the 
walls. 


Other torrents continued to pour in 
upon the upper floors of the Bosh 
building until the flames had ex- 
hausted the combustible material c? 
were flooded cut, and at 10 o'clock 
Chief Hilbrecht deemed it safe 
to 


send a part of the department to the 
engine houses. The third and fourth 
floors of tho building were cleanly 
gutted, while torrents of waterpoured 
through upon the grocery stock on 
the lower floors In such force that 
the steel celling of the lower room 
was in many places broken through 
by thg force of the water. Upon the 
floor the water stood six inches in 
depth, and as a clerk opened 
the 


front door the outcorniug flood nearly 
carried him off his feet, while an as- 
sortment of brushes, brooms, oranges 
and light groceries floated over the 
sidewalk into the gutter. 


It was 2 o'clock this morning betort 


tho firemen left the ruins and a po- 
liceman remained on guard the re- 
mainder of the night. At 5 o'clock 
this morning flames broke out again, 
but a telephone call brought 
one 


company to the scene and It was soon 
extinguished. 


While a largo crowd watched the 


progress of the fire last 
evening, 


news of the conflagration did 
not 


reach every part of the city, lor this 
morning a number of the 
young 


ladies employed at tho waist factory 
and some of the cash boys at 
tho 


Greatest grocery came down town ac 
usual to resume their work. Thous- 
ands of people have visited the place 
today to see the havoc wrought by 
the flames. 
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their streams upon the flames which 
had transformed the third floor of the 
building into a seething furnace and 
were creeping their way to the fourth 
floor of the building. 
Torrents of 


water from ten large nozzles attacked 
the flames from front, side and rear, 
and on every corner in the vicinity 
one or more engines 
qiuffed 
and 


trembled with fearful energy. The 
fire escapes at the rear of the build- 
ing were of "much assistance to the 
firemen and lines of hose were quick- 
ly drawn up, so that the water could 
be thrown almost the entire length 
of the structure from rear to front, 
and it was here that the most effec- 
tive work was done.

IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, March 0.—Under the 


new rule as adopted by the house 
yesterday, setting aside tho second 
and fourth "Fridays of each month 
!or the consideration of private pen- 
sion .bills, Mr. Silaway, of New 
Sampshirc, chairman of the commit- 
,ee on invalid pensions, today, imme- 
diately after the reading of the jour- 
nal, moved that, the house go into 
committee of the whole for the con- 
sideration of private pension bills. 
True to his announced intention of 
insisting upon the presence of a 
quorum, Mr. Talbert, of South Caro- 
lina, made the point of no quorum.

factory, arc a number of windows, 
and these were feared as a source of 
danger when the flames should reach 
the roof of the building at the corner, 
as they surely would. 
^TJpon the streets below an immense 
crowd watched tho battle of the fire- 
men with the flames which greedily 
licked up the two floors occupied by 
the waist factory and reached the 
roof. Despite the torrents of water 
which poured in upon it the fire ate 
away the supports of the roof and it 
fell with a tremendous crash, send- 
ing forth a glare of awful splendor. 
The danger to the Johns building 
from the open windows -was still 
critical, and within the upper floor* 
of, that structure which were filled 


ORIGIN OF THE FIBE. 


It is certain that the flames orig- 


inated in the third floor occupied by 
the waist factory and last evening it 
was believed to have been caused by 
a gas stovo used for heating irons 
by the ladies who press the garments 
after they leave the machine room. 
The factory has been running over- 
time of late and last evening some 
of the employes were at work there 
as Itite as 7:20 o'clock, less than 
an hour before the fire was discov- 
ered. 
Mr. Bishop, the foreman of 


the factory, was the last.person to 
leave the establishment and he is 
quite sure the flre in'the small stove 
had been turned off. 
This morning o 


number of the girls who were among 
the last to leave the building1 corrob- 
orate this statement • and say they 
distinctly remember seeing 'the gas 
turned off. 
Mr. Foster is now "of the 


opinion that someone must 
have 


thoughtlessly left a 
heated 
iron 


standing on a piece of cloth, which 
became ignited from the hot iron. 
Perhaps the exact origin of .the fire 
will never be known. 


LOSS IS HEAVIEST. 


The Imperial waist factory 
was 


owned by Samuel M. Foster, and upon 
him falls the heaviest lose of 
the 


fire. 
Tho institution 
was a most 


prosperous one, employing 200 peo- 
ple, and was in charge of F. L. Taft, 
formerly of Dunn & Taft. The plant 
started with sixty-five machines and 
but a few months ago eighty-five 
were added, making a total of 150 
in operation at the time of the fire. 
Upon the third floor, where the fire 
started, was kept the goods after 
they left the machine room on the 
fourth floor, where the manufactur- 
ing was done. The loss of machinery, 
material and finished product is total. 
Mr. Foster stated to a reporter for 
The Sentinel this morning that his 
net loss -would be in excess of $20,- 
000, but that there was some fight 
left in him yet. 
The machinery in 


the factory was valued at $7,500 and 
was insured for $4,500. There was 
$5,000 worth of laces, embroideries, 
pearl buttons and general trimmings; 
about $10,000 worth of garments in 
process of manufacture, and 
from 


$15,000 to $18,000 worth of goods 
awaiting shipment. 
There is an in- 


surance of $9,500 on this 
stock.

"The Afghans 
prefer 
death 'to 


slavery and their women and children 
are being taken by the Russians."
